War News Hard to Get 


When the European war broke out, 
it was* forecast that the day of the 
war 
corespondent 
is 
ended. 
The 
newspapers generally accepted ibis 


a s a fact, but they have since found 
out differently. 
Stern censorship lias 
been working ever since the beginn­ 
ing of the war, but the war corres­ 
pondent is getting the stories never­ 
theless although under difficulties. 


The current issue of the Review 
of Reviews tells 
some 
interesting 
tilings newspapers have been com­ 
pelled to do because of the censor­ 
ship. 
The Germans were autom ati­ 
cally shut out from the western world 
by the severing of the cable i rom 
Berlin to the United Stales via the 
Azores. 
British cable sources were 
put under government control in a 
particularly idiotic way. 
Eight men 
handled the cable copy in London, 
each in his own happy fashion, with 
the result that the New York papers 
subscribing for the proofs 
of the 
London dailies had some amazing a d ­ 
ventures. 
The self-same proofs sent 
to the Times, for example, would go 
through almost untouched, while the 
World’s version would he reduced to 
the lowest terms of unintelligibility. 
Xo censor paid any attention to the 
views of the other as to what should 
or should not be transmitted. 
Final­ 
ly, in despair, the World, the Times, 
and the Tribune pooled their London 
proof service, with the result at least 
of saving cable tolls and 
securing 
ome sequence in the narratives. 


The 
French 
situation— handled 
from London in the main, so fa r as 
America 
w a s 
concerned—quickly 
ettled into the daily report of the 
W ar Office, and showed more breadth 
of view in its bulletins than the Eng- 
ish. 
The French newspapers 
were 
>oon in extremis for lack of paper, 
being dependent on Norway. Sweden, 
ind Germany for wood pulp. 
Within 
i week a fte r the w a r began, size rul­ 
ed from two to four pages. 
French 
papers have never been noted for 
•xpansiveness, six and eight 
small 
»ages being the rule. 
The advertiser 
ms not invaded France, despite the 
urge circulations attained by Paris 
mblications, which are the greatest 
in tin* world, running from 800,(MX! to 
1,145,000 per day for the 
popular 
mpers. 
Much of this output is dis­ 
tributed in the provinces by special 
»gents. 
The Petit Parisieii usually 
went to press at l our in the a I ter- 


110011 and ran its machines until four 
the next morning, the earliest issues 
going to the distant points and tin* 
a test constituting the Paris edition. 
The War Office at once prohibited th.

The evening papers 
were limited to a single ediiioq, at

Headlines were not permit­ 
ted, nor could the newsboys shout 
their wares. 


The London papers, too, reduced 
ize.

“Money is going out to the suffer­ 
ers in tin* European war zone; money 
to aid the Red Cross in caring for the 
wounded, money to the poor who are 
left behind by the men in the battle 
lines, money to help the South in the 
emergency of the demoralized cotton 
market. 
“But Chicago has war victims at 
home. 
“ Following upon the unemployment 
situation of 1913 the war, by its in­

cumulative 
effect.” 
While, as stated above, there is no

Writer, Coming to Battle Front By 
Accident, Describes Scenes There 


BY WILLIAM C. SHEPHERD. 


(U . P. Staff Correspondent.) 
On the Battle Field Near Soissons, 
Sept. 19. (By courier to Paris and by 
mail to New York)— l o r live d a y s 
we— “Jimmy” Hare, 
master 
photo­ 
grapher and m yself— have sat in this 
little town waiting. 
We are at 
the 
battle tront because we stumbled on­ 
to it. 
I did not know that 1 was at 
the front until informed by a French 


officer. 
“We’ll go back” .we explained, “we 
don’t want to go to the front. ’ 
“But you are at the front now,” 
the officers explained. 
“You can t go 
back now. 
You’ll have to stay here 
until 
the 
tactieal 
situation 
has 


changed.” 
And here we must stay, pledged not 
to reveal the name o f (lie town or 
any details of the lighting. Day alter 
day, hour after hour, automobiles of 
all s o r t s have been passing the little 
house where I live enroute 
to 
one 
quarter of the battlefield or another. 
They carry soldiers to the front 
and bring back dead and 
wounded. 
They transport supplies, food 
and 
ammunition. 
And 
above 
all, 
this 
noise and distraction, 
the 
pitiless, 
persistent roar ol cannon continues, 
alw ays without intermission. 
“When the facts are known about 
this battle” said an officer to me, “it 
will go down into history as tin* most 
terrific and costly artillery duel that 
human beings have ever fought.” 
The scenes about here almost dety 
description. 
A priest has .just led 
four men, caught pifcring from dead 
bodies on the battlefield, to the places 
where they are to be shot. 
A hugh 
German a magnificent speciment 
oi 
manhood, who came into the French 
lines as a s p y because 
his 
officers 
were desperately in need of informa­ 
tion as to the position of the French 


troops has just been arrested. How he 
ever expected to get his information 


h a c k to his chiefs, 1 cannot imagine. 
As 1 looked at him I realized how 
much more brave a spy must he than 
an ordinary soldier. 
I think he must 
have 
resigned himself 
to 
a 
spy’s 
death before he left the German lines, 
because, when he was held up, at a 
street corner, he looked 
over 
the 
heads of his captors as if he were 
only an onlooker. 
“He’ll ciuldlc up at the foot o f a 
stone wall pretty soon” said a soldier. 
1 suppose he did. 
The little hoys of the town light 
battles themselves, using chesnuts as 


nmunition. 
They throw the nig nuts 
with all of their strength and I have 
seen them throw stones in their ex­ 
citement. 
One little fellow 
fought 
with his scalp laid open. 
The war 
game has hvponotized them. 
Their 
idols are the black Sengalcse troqps. 
They know that the Sengalcse would 
rather die in battle than in bed be­ 
cause he believes the best corner of 
heaven is saved for the men who are 
killed in action. 
The French officers 
agree with the boys in their liking. 
“ 1 wish that I could believe about 
heaven as they d«>” one said to me. 
Stumbling onto the front is really 
no fun. 
It makes everyone angry al­ 
though you see nothing. 
The officers 
can tell you that you are not going to 
run away and tell the Germans what 


y o u have seen. 1 don’t know any Ger­ 
mans at all over here. 
The officers 
told me there was a military move­ 
ment on and I saw troops moving. But 
if 1 did get hold o f a German who 
would listen I«» me all 1 could tell him 
would he that 1 had seen some sol­ 
diers and I’m sure that the Germans 
know by this time that there is such 
a thing us French and English sol­ 
diers.

Berlin, Sept. 19, (By courier via 
Rotterdam to New Y ork)— “As long 
as our soldiers sing, 1 have no fear 


for the Fatherland.’’ 
This was the statement of a Ger­ 
man officer of high rank to me just 
after I had returned from the midst 
of the kaiser’s lighting men and found 
that they 
are 
distinctly 
“singing 
soldiers.” 
The German soldier sings 
and fights— and fights and sings. 
He 
>ings before battle and he sings after 
battle. 
He even sings on the operat­ 
ing table while his wound are being 


dressed. 
One o f the most impressive tilings 
about tlu* German army, aside from 
its excellent equipment and spirit of 
lighting for the Fatherland, is 
its 
'inging. 
Men break into 
song 
at 
every opportunity. 
It 
s e e m s 
they 
must give vent to the music o f their 


soul. 
The “singing soldiers” 
first im­ 
pressed me during the mobilization in 
Berlin. 
Wherever they 
went 
they 
went “a-singing’’ tin* reserves 
with 
bundles in their hands on their way to 
the barracks for uniform and equip­ 
ment , the soldiers 
uni formed 
and 
equipped, inarched to the 
railroad 


s t a t i o n s , always 
and 
everywhere 


singing. 
In the improvised hospital o f

ancient cathedral in Masstriclit

From main cars came song

Near French Battlefield Described

Tours, Eranee, Sept. 14, (By m ail 
to New Y o rk )— It is three o’clock in 
the m orning in the great arched ra il­ 
road station o f Tours. H undreds of 


u s have ju s t been aw akened lrom our 
sleep on the h a rd sea ts o f third class 
c a rs and driven out of the train on 
which we were bound from B ordeaux 
to P a ris. 
We find 
oth er 
hundreds 
who have been 
driven 
from 
other 
tra in s. 
Not m any miles northw est of 
us the French have whipped the G er­ 
m ans who had been trying to get into 
P aris. 
T h a t’s all we know' about it. 
But the French have paid a terrible 


price. 


They are bringing their wounded to 
T ours by autos, vans and any other 
available vehicles 
and 
they 
have 
seized o u r train s to use in 
carrying 
the suffering men down to the south 
where the w arm sunshine 
of 
B or­ 
deaux 200 miles aw ay, which gets the 
w arm winds of Spain, will give them 


com fort. 


It is very cold; 
a 
raw 
autum n 
morning. 
It will not be light fo r two 
hours. M ost of us on our tra in have 
not eaten fo r twelve hours. 
The top 
o f a p e n n y -in-the-slot can d y m achine 
serves m e as a w riting table. 
On my 
right is the door to the depot buffet, 
but two huge soldiers 
sta n d 
there 
with bayonets, in their 
rittes. 
“ You 
c a n ’t go in,” they say. “ There is only 
a little food left in here and it is fo r 
the soldiers.” 


A m an with two children begs the 
soldier fo r adm ission. 
The soldier 
p oints to the penny-in-the-slot m a ­ 
chine. 
I stop writing while the m an 
drops in ten big copper pieces, one 
a fte r the other, and gets small cakes 
of chocolate for the children and him­ 
self.

The mob around the buffet door is 
growing.

Ju s t as in a quarrel between individ­ 
uals tlit* use of expletives of con­ 
stan tly increasing vigor and offen- 
iveness lead inevitably to a light, so 
each step taken by Servia, Austria, 
Russia, G erm any and F rance respec­ 
tively added som ething to the danger 
of a critical situation and led to the 
final conflict. 
M»>st .potent am ong 
I licsc aggravai ions w as the fe a r of 


each p a rty that the oth er would mob 
ilize first and he able to strike 
the 
lir.^t blow when tlic fight came. 
But although up to the time 
of 
mobilization, the blame can he d is­ 
tributed with much equality am ong 
the different powers this cannot be 
said of the next step in the great 
game o f war. namely the invasion of 
Belgium. 
The neutrality of Belgium 
had long been g u aran teed by England 
F rance and P russia and the inain- 
tainanee o f th a t neutrality had been 
affirmed by the H ague tribunal in 
which G erm any as well as the other 
great pow ers were represented. 
B el­ 
gium had nothing to violate her neu­ 
trality. She was an absolute innocent 
party , entitled to live her own life in 
pence both as a m atter o f natural 
right and by the express agreem ent 
<d‘ England, Franco and Germany. 
B ism ark himself, 
in 
the 
Franco- 
P ru ssian w ar o f 187(1 had respected 
her neutrality. 
But now G erm any’s 
m ilitary plans required that F rance 
should he atta c k e d and subjugated 
quickly so that G erm any might then 
release the g re at body o f her troops 
for the w ar with R ussia upon her 
eastern frontier. 
Now the quickest 
I way to get a t F ran ce was through 
Belgium. 
Belgium refused t « » con­ 
sent to the violation of her neutrality 
(and small and w eak as she was, she 
bravely undertook to defend her te r­ 
ritory against the invasion o f the 
G erm an hosts. 
There are some adherents o f Ger- 


th e governm ents o f Luxem burg and 
Belgium. 
The wrong which we thus 
eommitt we shall try to m ake good 
as soon as our m ilitary aim is a t ­ 
tained. 
Whoever, like us, is fighting 
a suprem e fight, must think only of 
hacking liis way through.” 
L ater the chancellor in upbraiding 
the English am b assad o r, Mr. Gos 
elien, declared that it w as an outrage 
that Engl (id should make w ar upon a 
kindred nation for “ a mere sc ra p of 


paper.” 
Thus 
G erm any 
over-rides 
the 
rights of a w eaker power and vi«> 
lutes her written obligations in order 
that she m ay obtain a military a d ­ 
vantage over her French adversary. 
It w as by this act ra th e r than by 
anything which had preceded it that 
G erm any aw akened the resentment 
of practically all of the rest of the 
civilized world; 
a resentm ent which 
became all the g re a te r when a f te r ­ 
w ards she levied tribute on the d e ­ 
fenceless citizens o f Brussels, when 
she reduced to ashes a great part ot 
the city o f Louvain and destroyed a 
great npm her o f 
sm aller 
Belgian 
tow ns and villiages.

t h e s e a cts by saying th a t civilians 
fired upon her soldiers and that in 
some eases 
Belgian 
women

W hen vve 
took V era Cruz, the M exicans sniped 
our soldiers from the r o o f s and win­ 
dows, yet we never thought ot h u n t­ 
ing the whole city in retaliation.
